49ers trade Lance 


SANTA CLARA, Calif. ~The 
‘San Francisca 49ers have traded 
quarterback Trey Lance to the 
Dallas Cawboys less than three 
years after trading three first= 
round picks to draft him. 

‘A person familiar with the 
situation said the Cowboys will 
send a fourth-round pick to San 
Francisco for a player drafted 
third overall in 2021. The person 
spoke on condition of anonym 
ity because the deal hasn't been 
announced. 

Lancehad ost the competition 
to San Damold to be the backup 
to Brock Purdy in San Francisco 
earlier in the week, setting the 
stage for his departure. 

San Francisco traded three 
first-round picks and a third 
rounder to Miamiin2021 tomove 
up from No, 12and draft the un- 
tested Lance third overall 

Lance started only 17 games 
at FCS-level North Dakota 
State before the Niners drafted 
him, and he never got much of a 
chance to gain the experience he 
needed in the NFL. 

He spent his rookie season 
backing up Jimmy Garoppolo, 
starting just two games as an 
injury replacement and being 
hampered by a finger injury on 
his throwinghand. 

Lance was handed the starting 
job last season, but that lasted 
less than five quarters ashebroke 
hisankle early in Week 2and was

Purdy, taken with the last draft 
pick in 2022, came on late in the 
Season and won his first seven 
starts to take over the starting 
role headed into this season.
